Local Polish 
Committee Seeks 
Used Clothing 

“WE APPEAL . . . FOR SPEEDY 
AND GENEROUS AID” 

The following cable was received 
by the Polish Weekly Chronicle 
from Dr. Jerzy Mokrzycki, assist¬ 
ant manager to the Bureau of La¬ 
bor, Relief and Public Health of 
the Polish Committee of National 
Liberation in Lublin: 

“Five years of German domina¬ 
tion on Polish territory was con¬ 
nected with long continued under¬ 
nourishment of considerable part 
of Polish people, especially the ur¬ 
ban population. 

■'***’ "'.SaVrmt'ritlf’n, wtrtch continued 
over a period of several years, re¬ 
sulted in unprecedented rise in 
death rate. Doctors testified to 
enormous number cases of death 
from hunger. Shortage of food had 
especially devastating effects on 
children. As a result of systematic 
undernourishment enormous part 
of children are suffering from tu¬ 
berculosis. Children were completely 
deprived of such essential products 
as milk, fruit, vegetables and eggs. 

“Problem of wearing apparel is 
even more acute. Only very few 
people were in position to buy new 
clothing. Overwhelming majority 
of population wear outpatched and 
remade clothing that had survived 
from peace time and which had not 
yet been sold for products. So that 
after five years of occupation, 
clothing of considerable part of 
population consists of rags. 

“Germans sent punitive expedi¬ 
tions to many districts, especially 
in Lublin, Kielce and Bialystok 
provinces. Many villages were 
razed to the ground when men 
were shot or sent to concentration 
camps where part of them were 
sent to Germany.’In other instanc¬ 
es entire population was extermin¬ 
ated. Children were not spared. 
Survivals of these punitive expedi¬ 
tions were plundered of all their 
livestock and left homeless without 
any means of existence. Many chil¬ 
dren lost their parents and many 
families their breadwinners. 

“Population also suffered severe¬ 
ly from street fighting, from dam¬ 
age which the Germans caused 
when they retreated and from air 
raids. 

“According to material collected 
by the Polish organizations for 
public aid which were formed in 
the period of occupation, at the 
present time on liberated territory 
of Poland at least one million and 
three hundred thousand Poles are 
in need of help. This figure consists 
mainly of children, incapacitated 
and part of adult population de¬ 
prived of means of livelihood, in¬ 
cluding prisoners who were freed 
from German prisons and camps. 

“Warsaw is included in places 
for which relief is planned. In 
view of the colossal destruction 
and interruption of food transports 
to the city during the recent weeks, 
Polish capital will require consid¬ 
erable assistance after its libera¬ 
tion. Polish people are experiencing 
acute shortage of medicaments and 
bandages. Hungry Polish children, 
sick and wounded Poles require ur¬ 
gent aid. In the name of brother¬ 
hood of freedom loving peoples we 
appeal to our great Allies for 
speedy and generous aid which may 
save lives of hundreds of thousands 
of people.”

In The Bay Of Biscay 

One of the rrfost unusual Jobs the 
R.A.F, have to perform In India is 
carried out by FO. J. D. Hastings, of 
London, N.W., and FO. Rawlinson, 
of Quadring, near Spalding, Lines. 

[ Using a long-range aircraft as a 
flying meteorological station, they go 
chasing cyclones In the Bay of Ben¬ 
gal. 

They fly out hundreds of miles over 
the treacherous bay, to look for the 
violent storm, which land reports 
suggest Is blowing up. 

Deliberately they seek the ominous 
banks of cloud which signify bad 
weather and often fly through worse 
weather than pilots ever experience 
on operations In order to track the 
movements of the storm. 

The flying meteorological station [ 
was brought into use when It was j 
found that ground reports might not j 
give enough warning of the devastat¬ 
ing cyclones which spring up in this 
part of the world. 

By locating bad weather in the Bay 
of Bengal, as much as three days’ 
warning of its approach can be j 
given.—The Magazine Britain.

A Job For All 

One horse can move a wagon. Two horses will 
move a dray. A million horses can move a mountain. 

One Canadian soldier can wipe out an enemy ma¬ 
chine gun nest. Ten Canadian soldiers may capture 
an enemy outpost. Two hundred thousand Canadian 
soldiers can press back a German army. 

But the mountainous task of beating Germany 
completely and finally requires the help of at least 
three million Canadians here on the home front. The 
support which our soldiers, sailors and airmen re¬ 
quire for the last punishing blow comes primarily 
through the sale of Victory Bonds. And to make that 
support adequate Canada needs at least three mil¬ 
lion purchasers during the Seventh Victory Loan 
campaign who will make their individual purchases 
larger than before. 

Price Control 

Price control is probably the most widely recog¬ 
nized of the many controls making up Canada’s com¬ 
prehensive stabilization program. Although there 
has been criticism of some parts of the price control 
policy, there can be no doubt of its overall effective¬ 
ness. 

Since the price ceiling came into effect, the cost 
of living has been kept definitely within bounds. The 
total Canadian cost-of-living index has increased 
about 3%. since December, 1941. The cost of food has 
gone up 8%, clothing less than 2%, rents less than 
1 %, and the cost of fuel and lighting has remained 
unchanged since that time. 

Despite the fact that many of the price control 
measures appear complicated to the uninitiated, the 
basic policy has been simple. Prices of most goods 
and services were frozen at the level prevailing dur¬ 
ing the “basic period” in 1941, or at levels established 
by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board as equiva¬ 
lent. 

The chief difficulty in maintaining the price ceil¬ 
ing has been the impossibility of preventing increas¬ 
ed costs in many cases. Increased costs come about- 
in a variety of ways, some of them completely una¬ 
voidable. There are increased costs of imported ma- . 
terials, or the necessity of substituting more expen¬ 
sive materials for those no longer available. There 
are also increased costs for transportation in war¬ 
time. 

The problem has been to prevent these increases 
from reaching the consumer in the form of increased 
prices. Several devices are used to solve this problem. 
The first method is to have the producer and the dis¬ 
tributor share the “squeeze.” Great credit is due the 
manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers of the 
country for the manner in which they have assumed 
some of the burden of these increased costs. 

The second method of combating increased costs 
is by means of the program of simplification that 
was instituted by the WPTB. Elimination of many 
of the unnecessary frills from many lines of goods 
made manufacturing costs less. 

The various simplification measures have been 
designed so that they can be accomplished with the 
minimum amount of difficulty to the manufacturer. 

When these two methods are not sufficient, or 
are not applicable in particular cases, a third alter¬ 
native has been used. This is the suspension of cus¬ 
tom duties and import taxes on some materials. The 
amount lost to the Treasury has been more than com¬ 
pensated for by the lower costs allowed under this 
method. 

Only as a last resort has a policy of subsidy pay¬ 
ments been introduced. Subsidies have to be paid 
for eventually by the consumer from taxes, but their 
merit is that they prevent price increases which 
would in turn lead to price increases in other pro¬ 
ducts, and so in the long run cost much more. Sub¬ 
sidies have been used mostly for imports, or for farm 
products. 

These are the measures of proven value. But they 
are only the machinery of price control. The sub¬ 
stance of price control is the support the policy has 
been given by every Canadian. This support must 
continue if the policy is to continue successfully. The 
cost of living can be kept down if every Canadian 
remembers the specific tasks charged to the individ¬ 
ual—to eliminate all unnecessary spending, to buy 
and sell only at legal prices, and not to press claims 
for higher profits because of wartime conditions. 


Lundbreck won’t seem quite the 
same.

a welcome stop, for the beer there 
seemed cooler and better than any¬ 
where els© along the trail. 

He has many years ahead in 
which to continue his activities, 
for he is only 50 years old, but 
looks younger, and still has the 
fire and vim of early days. 

Just to keep in touch with the 
local news, he wants the local pa¬ 
per sent, and hopes to make a visit 
back occasionally.

Reaching Official Quota; Fifth 

Unit in Province to Reach Quota. 

When the War Finance Commit¬ 
tee stated last Wednesday morning 
it hoped to reach its quota last 
week end the statement was made 
without anticipation of the heavy 
volume of sales which flooded head¬ 
quarters on Thursday last. At the 
end of Wednesday’s sales there 
was still $30,000 to be secured. At 
the close of Thursday’s sales the 
quota had almost been reached, so 
heavy were the subscriptions. An 
hour’s work on Friday morning 
was all that was required to reach 
the quota and at the stroke of 11 
a.m. the news was phoned to Leth¬ 


bridge where it was immediately 
announced over radio station CJOC. 

There was great rejoicing at loan 
headquarters Thursday evening as 
canvasser after canvasser brought 
in better than average sales. This 
is the quickest Coleman has ever 
reached its quota and the unit was 
the fifth in the province to go “over 
the top.” It was also the second 
unit in the Pimcher Creek - Crows’ 
Nest division to reach its quota. 

The work of the canvasser is be¬ 
coming increasingly easier. Citi¬ 
zens are bond conscious. They 
know they can secure their money 
at a few minutes notice and they 
know also that the bonds have the 
backing of all the resources of the 
Domiaion behind them. 


On Friday the canvassers held 
a meeting and decided to shoot for 
another 25% of the quota, thus set¬ 
ting a new quota of $132,000. Of 
this amount $126,000 had been se¬ 
cured on Monday evening, thus 
making it possible to reach the 
new objective on Tuesday evening 
as this article is written.

Professional and non-profession¬ 
al workers for hospitals may now 
be hired directly without passing 
through local Employment and Se¬ 
lective Service offices, Hon. Hum¬ 
phrey Mitchell, minister of labor, 
stated recently. 

“In order to help meet the ex¬ 
treme need for hospital staff, this 
change in the method of recruit¬ 
ing workers has been granted to 
hospital authorities, to accommo¬ 
date what threatens to be a very 
serious shortage of workers,” said 
Mr. Mitchell. 

Male or female applicants may 
apply directly to hospitals for in¬ 
terview and be hired, with Selec¬ 
tive Service permits, as formerly, 
although the necessary permits will 
be made out by the hospital au¬ 
thorities. 

Local employment offices will 
continue to secure help for hospi¬ 
tals, and will also be kept advised 
of all placements made directly by 
the hospitals. 

Instructions have gone out from 
Ottawa to the employment offices 
that the changed procedure becomes 
effective at once.

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INFORMATION REGARDING THE PROPOSED 

Crows’ Nest Pass Municipal Hospital District 

This information has been compiled by the Provisional Board for the benefit of those who will vote on the 
plan presented.

THE PLAN 

The plan provides for the erection in Crows’ Nest 
Pass, of a well built modern and well equipped hospital, 
of at least 60 beds, including an operating room, case 


THE PURPOSE 

To provide the best nursing and hospital services for 
all the people in the district at a minimum cost; and to 
insure every ratepayer and his family against costly hos¬ 
pital bills. 

IS IT AN EXPERIMENT? 

Definitely No! Thirty-one similar hospitals have been 
in operation for some time; three more have commenced 
operation recently, and more areas are now considering 
proposals. Public records show that every district in 
which they operate receives economical and satisfactory 
illness, accident and maternity hospital services. 

HOW IS THE CAPITAL 
COST FINANCED? 

By the issue of debentures for $185,000.00 to be re¬ 
paid over a period of twenty years. If they bear an interest 
rate of 4% the yearly payment of principal and interest 
will be $13,612.67. 


WHAT WILL THE 
HOSPITAL RATES BE? 

Hospital supporters will pay $1.00 per day without 
extra charges for ordinary drugs and dressings. Compare 
this with the rates non-supporters will pay, or with the 
rates you now pay for hospitalization. Study the plan 
detailed hereon. 


MINIMUM TAX 

The minimum tax, no matter how small the parcel 
of land may be, is $10.00.' The government grant is 46c 
per day per patient and there is added revenue in hos¬ 
pital fee paid by non-taxpayers. 


WHAT WILL THE COST 
BE TO FARMERS? 

Based on the experience of all other Municipal Hos¬ 
pitals in the Province, the Department of Health estimate 
that a rate of 5.12 mills will provide sufficient funds. 
This means that if your property is assessed for $1,000.00, 
your share of this will be $10.00 per year. 


WHAT WILL THE COST 
BE TO THE CROWS’ NEST 
PASS RATEPAYERS? 

The ratepayers of the Crows’ Nest Pass District will 
pay on the basis of 5.12 mills on their real property as¬ 
sessment, with a minimum tax of $10.00 per annum. 

WILL THE COST TO THE 
RATEPAYERS INCREASE? 

We velieve that it will not. The tax levy on the plan 
was estimated high enough to cover all possible expenses. 
Further, if other lands are added to the district, it will 
spread the cost over a larger area and when the deben¬ 
tures are retired, a further reduction should take place.

Certainly! Ample water is available anywhere in the 
Town of Blairmore. Good drinking water is now supplied 
to the Town of Blairmore from York Creek near the 
town.

HOW ABOUT A DOCTOR? 

Scarce as doctors are at the present time, no Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital is without a doctor. The Board realizes the 
importance of a good physician and surgeon and will spare 
no effort to have one or more Skilled practitioners locate 
in the Crows’ Nest Pass District. With the release of 
doctors from the armed services, many skilled doctors will 
be available. If any one doctor should not prove satis¬ 
factory for any reason whatsoever, the Board is free to 
ask another one to locate here. Further, should the 
ratepayers wish it, the Board could enter into an agree¬ 
ment with any particular doctor, at an agreed rate, to 
supply medical, surgical and obstetrical services. No one 
will be required to use any particular doctor. Besides, 
outside doctors may be called in, if or when necessary 
for any special case. 

MAY A HOSPITAL SUPPORTER 
SECURE HOSPITALIZATION 
ELSEWHERE? 

Yes. The Hospital Board intends to make arrange¬ 
ments with City Hospitals for toe care of special and 
emergency cases, and toe cost to the ratepayer will be 
the same as at home, that is One Dollar per day. 

This means that if you require treatment which can 
not be provided at the Crows’ Nest Pass Hospital, you 
pay the same hospital rate elsewhere—that is, One Dol¬ 
lar per day. 

WHY A VOTE FOR THE PLAN? 

The Municipal Hospitals Act requires that those who 
reside in the Proposed Hospital District shall themselves 
decide whether or not they wish a Hospital District or¬ 
ganized. To do this a vote is taken to record the number 
for and against the proposal. A two-thirds majority of 
those voting is required before the proposal is considered 
approved. Therefore, every ratepayer should take a lively 
interest in the matter, studying the many points in favor 
of the scheme and make sure that his vote is cast in sup¬ 
port of this important matter of public welfare Vote 
“YES.” 

WHO MAY VOTE? 

(a) All persons liable for taxes under the Municipal 
District Act. 

(b) The wife, husband, sons and daughters, at least 
twenty-one years of age, of such persons and resid¬ 
ing with such persons within the Hospital District. 

(c) If your name is not on the voters’ list, and you are 
qualified to vote, you may vote by signing a declar¬ 
ation on a form provided under the Act at toe poll 
at the day of the voting.

WHO WILL MANAGE 
THE HOSPITAL? 

A Hospital Board is elected by the ratepayers which 
will have th e entire management under its control. The 
Board is responsible to the ratepayers for its actions. 
Expert supervision is given gratis by the Department of 
Health of the Province, which maintains a Supervisor and 
staff who have no other duties than to ensure that Muni¬ 
cipal Hospitals are operated in the best interests of the 
ratepayers and the sick. 

WHERE TO VOTE? 

« ., Proposed Hospital District has been divided into 
rolling Divisions for the convenience of the ratepayers 
A ratepayer must vote wthin his own Polling Division 
by signing a declaration on Form “A” which will be pro¬ 
vided by the Returning Officer.

Dear Sir: 

Re letter by Town Booster in 
October 27th issue of Coleman 
Journal. 

'Town Booster infers that he 
wrote his letter of last week in 
the interests of sanitation, yet he 
gets a jolt when he discovers to 
his chagrin that an outhouse that 
has been in constant use for about 
21 years has been cleaned out and 
the old building torn down and re¬ 
placed by a brand new one. To my 
knowledge, this is the first time the 
pit had been cleaned out during 
that time. If Town Booster has 
been passing that place during re¬ 
cent years, and had no fault to 
find with the appearance or sani¬ 
tation of these outbuildings, why 
does he complain now when sani¬ 
tation has been improved and com¬ 
plies with the town by-laws? We 
do not believe he wrote this letter 
in the intersts of sanitation or pro¬ 
gress. 

Town Booster says his article is 
written to arouse the good citizens 
to action and make sure something 
is done. Does he mean that he 
wants it restored to the condition 
it was in before I purchased the 
property? I bought this place a 
few months ago for the purpose 
of destroying the old buildings and 
improving the sanitation, as they 
were next to my own building. 1 
have done this. Town Booster is 
anxious that the children and weak 


are protected from such disease- 
breeding places, and yet for 21 
years previous to our ownership 
the children have been passing this 
place to and from school, and it is 
only now, when the danger is past, 
that he suddenly realizes that he 
wants to protect the children and 
the weak. 

I have been unable t© discover ^ 
the identity of Town Booster, but 
imagine the jolt I got when to my 
chagrin I heard that he has a cess¬ 
pool, which is actually a more dan- 
'gerous breeder of disease and 
source of contamination than a 
properly kept outhouse. 

The Alberta Health Regulations 
have this to say:— 

“No person shall construct any 
leaching cesspool (i.e. a hole in the 
ground with cribbed sides and open 
bottom) for the disposal of raw, 
untreated sewage, within the lim¬ 
its of any city, town, village or 
hamlet.” 

Town Booster is not a new type. 

He was here in early times. St. 
Luke spoke to him, saying: “Why 
beholdest thbu the mote that is in 
thy brother’s eye, but perceivest 
not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out first 
the beam out of thine own eye, and 
then shalt thou see clearly to pull 
gut the mote that is in thy broth¬ 
er’s eye.”

provisional task force, service of 
supply, United States army.” 

And that’s how it was. 

The 350 enlisted men of the east 
of “This is The Army” on assign¬ 
ment to the Warner Bros, studio 
for the filming of the Irving Ber¬ 
lin show brought their regular 
army fife, routine and training with 
them. They made their own beds, 
did their own washing, pressed 
their own pants, kept their rifles 
and equipment in spic-and-span or¬ 
der. They set up “Camp Tita” a 


mile from the studio, “policed” it 
and did sentry-go. Reveille was at 
6.30 a.m. The men scheduled to 
shoot sequences that day then 
marched off to the studio. Those 
remaining were organized into 
combat squads and underwent reg¬ 
ular training — drill, bayonet prac¬ 
tice, obstacle course, combat tac¬ 
tics, lectures. As men returned 
from work before the cameras, they 
picked up their army chores where 
they’d left off. They were soldiers 
who are going off to combat duty 
now that they have accomplished 
the special mission of their “pro¬ 
visional task force.” There were 
MP’s, lieutenants, captains and a 
major to see that these actors 
acted like soldiers. 

As the sergeant put it: “This is 
the .army, Mr. Jones.”

Germany Short Of Men To Defend 
Her Western Frontier 

ALLIED SUPREME HEADQUART¬ 
ERS, Paris.—Germany, with not more 
than 500,COO men left to defend her! 
western frontier, already has suffered 
a worse defeat in the west than was 
inflicted upon the Kaiser’s armies in 
1918, yet is showing no signs of an 
internal collapse. 

At present the Germans have well 
under 100 depleted divisions with 
which to defend the long front from 
the North sea to Switzerland. At the 
end of the last war they had about 
100 good divisions in the field on the 
western front, and with no great 
Russian armies at their back. 

In all, 36 German divisions were 
destroyed by Allied armies in France. 
Many of theAi have been reformed 
under their old numbers even though 
only a few hundred members might 
have escaped to Germany.
